The informal statement by the 
head of the American delegation 
declared that not only naval limita- 
tion but a reduction of at least 
200.000 tone In the United States 
•eet and an even greáter cut in the 
British fleet could be achieved at 
the London conference.

The statement, isued In response 
to many appeals from the United 
States aa to what the conference 
la doing, follows: 


"There seems to be an Impres- 
sion that the work of the American 
delegation at thia 
conference 
Is 
likely to result In an increase in- 
stead of a reduction in tonnsge of 
the navlea of the world. 


The aurest way'to answer that 
Is to give such results as seem to 
be within reach up to date. A plan 
which In Ita essentials appears to 
ba acceptable to America and Great 
Britain provides for net reduction 
In tonnàire of the American fleet in 
capital ships, cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines—built, building, or 
appropriated tor—ot over 200.000 
tons and an efen larger reduction 
on the part of the British fleet. 


"If veasels authorised, but not 
commsreed were concluded in ex- 
tatlng fleets, the amount of reduc- 
tion Would be much greater.

course, these reductions are con- 
tibgsnt upon some reduction being 
mads In the fleeta of other powers."

Warm baths or packs grad­ 
ually increased to higher temper­ 
atures and the drinking of yfavtix 
fluids are valuable aids to. resua- 
cltation 
when 
unconsciousness! 
occurs due to frefcT.ing. 


For this reason, persons who 
seem to be dead from the 
re­ 
sults of freezlnjg should not he 
permitted to pass away without 
any attempt being made to re­ 
store them to life. Just as peo­ 
ple have responded to relief af­ 
ter electric shock or drowning 
after several hours, so. also In 
freezing the att»împt to resusci­ 
tate should be prompt and Ion;; 
continued.

We may flatter ourselves wise­ 
ly, but even when we Interfere 
on the side of Justice our settle­ 
ment Is not half as educational as 
the children’s own solution, even 
if this seems less kind and just 
than ours. 


It is a safe rule that It Is best 
to let children settle their own 
disputes, unless there Is danger 
of bodily injury in the process. If 
brothers and sisters quarrel fre­ 
quently among 
each 
other. 
It 
sometimes helps to separate them 
as a kind of impartial punishment 
to all concerned for 
disturbing 
the peace. 


The temporary isolation works 
wonders in making the children 
appreciate the pleasures of socia­ 
bility. 
They are so glad to 
be 
allowed to play together 
again 
that their recent quarrel Is for­ 
gotten. 


When children quarrel chroni­ 
cally It is a sign of antagonistic 
emotional under-currents, usually 
Jealousy of one form or another. 


In such Instances the responsi­ 
bility for relieving the underlying 
causes of friction rests with the 
parent. 


Separating the children in dif­ 
ferent schools or through mem-^ 
bershlp in different clubs which 
take them away from each other 
a good share of the day.
